Augustyn stresses leadership at headquarters opening

Mayor Dave Augustyn 
pointed to leadership and 
achievement in a speech to 
open his campaign headquar¬ 
ters last week. 

“Ihe election is about lead¬ 
ership for moving the town 
forward,” he said from the back 
landing of his headquarters at 
8-12 Hwy 20 on Pelham Town 

What the town needs is a 
leader who listens to people, 
who is positive and who pulls 
the community together, he 
said. 

"Over the first four years I 
think I’ve demonstrated that I 
am that kind of leader.” 

Augustyn went on to cite 
accomplishments of the cur¬ 
rent town council over the past 
four years. 

It included attracting federal 
and provincial funding that 
has allowed the town to recon¬ 
struct Haist St, Pelham St and 
install two new and replace 
seven playgrounds. 

had not received any money 
from the federal and provin¬ 
cial governments," he said and 
then pointed to $8.4 million of 
federal and provincial funding 
for stimulus projects. 



“People said they want 
active, lively downtowns; 
places to walk and places to 
interact,” he said. 

"We've improved infrastruc¬ 
ture which you don’t see,” he 
said. 

It included the replacement 
of 5.5 kilometres of cast-iron 
pipe and replacement of 4,200 

He said it also included five 
kilometres of new sidewalks, 
pedestrian crossings, traffic 
lights and road improvements 
to make Pelham "a more walk- 
able community.” 

He said the town now has 
a five-year plan for improve- 

fire station about to begin 
construction in Fenwick and 
eventually a new Maple Acre 

Augustyn said this is all 
being done in a fiscally respon¬ 
sible manner that has seen a 
1.3% increase in property taxes 
over four years, after you take 
away the inflation rate. 

“We haven't gouged the tax¬ 
payer, we’ve done it modestly,” 
he said. 

He said the Pelham tax rate 
is 4% less than the average 
across the region. 

On recreation facilities, he 
said council has a committee 
to study all recreation facilities 


and its report is due this fall. 

“We need to hear from each 
of you about what the commit¬ 
tee has put together" he said. 

“In the new term of council, 
I want to see a peer review by 
the community.” 

Augustyn said for too long 
recreation has divided the 
community. 

The mayor listed a vision 
for the town, which includes 
affordable recreational facili¬ 
ties, vibrant downtowns, 
walkable neighbourhoods, 
lively cultural activities, 
opportunities for small busi¬ 
ness, prosperous agricultural 
enterprises, maintaining the 
small town feel and becom¬ 
ing more environmentally 
friendly. 

The headquarters ribbon 
cutting include launch of 
the campaign website www. 
augustynforpelham.ca. 

Four years ago, he said, 
he asked the town to work 
together now he is saying, 
“Let's keep working together." 

Augustyn is seeking re-elec¬ 
tion on Monday, Oct. 25. So 
far only Ward 2 Coun. Sharon 
Cook is running against him. 
Nominations close on Friday, 
Sept. 10.

In any election, there are candidates, who 
out of some sense of drama, want to drop 
then: papers at the last moment Frankly, 
that tactic often backfires. Some voters are 
offended by dramatics. They wonder if last- 
minute candidates have seriously thought 
about the positions they seek. 

This time, such candidates may have 
handicapped themselves. The municipal 
election is on Oct 25, almost three weeks 
earlier than the 2006 municipal election. 

As of eariy this week, we had races for 
most positions and all incumbents in one 


For mayor, we have Mayor Dave Arrgustyn 
opposed by Ward 2 Court Sharon Cook. 

InWard 1, incumbents Debbie 
Urbanovrfcz and James Lane are challenged 
by Larry Clark. In Ward 2, sitting councillor 
Dave Emmons has three opponents: Don 
Cotler, Gary Accursi and Catherine King. 
InWard 3, so for, there was no contest with 
councillors Peter Papp and John Duriey 
standing unopposed before the nomination 
deadline. Similarly, Pelham regional Coun. 
Brian Baty remained unchallenged 

We have a contest for Niagara Catholic 
District School Board Trustee Gary Crole 
is fedng Larry Huibers. Trustee Gary 
Aramanykwas unopposed for the District 
School Board of Niagara position. 

Trustee Ronald Marion was the only 
candidate for the French language Public 
District Board. However, the French 
Language Separate District Board has 
two running for the one position, Jules 
Letoumeau and Carole Racette.

O’Reilly’s 
Bridge deck 
set into place

Crews working on a replacement 
of O'Reilly’s bridge have just passed a 
milestone. 

On Aug. 16 and 17, they dropped in 
place 16 precast concrete girders, said 
regional project manager Jason Marr, 
who oversees the project for Niagara 

"It’s the basic deck structure for the 
bridge," he said about the beams. 

Each is a 23 metres long, 1.22 metres 
wide and 0.8 metres high. 

O’Reilly’s Bridge is a historic link 
between Wainfleet and Pelham over the 
Welland River near the Niagara Central 

The bridge, which hasn’t been used 
for almost two years, is scheduled to 
reopen in November. 

“Mid to late October is likely,” said 
Marr as a hot dry summer has allowed 
work to roll along smoothly. 

At the end of March, in a spectacular 
lift, a crane raised an old 40-ton iron¬ 
framed structure, off its moorings and 
moved it to the river bank. 

Crews later dismantied the frame built 
in the early 1900s. Parts of it will go into 
a historical monument on the west side 
of the river. It will tell the story of the 
various bridges that crossed the river 
this point. 

Replacing metal bridge is a $2.8 mil¬ 
lion flat bridge with a centre support. 
The old bridge had an open span across 
the water. 

bridge, the new bridge will have two 
lanes with cycling and pedestrian 
pathways. It will also have decorative 

significance. 

The Niagara Region awarded the $2.8 
million contracts for construction, plan¬ 
ning and supervision to Brennan Paving 
Ltd. of the Miller Group, McCormick 
Rankin Corp. and Ellis Engineering. 

About $500,000 worth of approach- 
road work and landscaping will be done 
in the spring of 2011. 

Niagara Region closed the bridge in 
January 2009 because of safety concerns. 
It re-routed traffic over Beckett's Bridge 
on Regional Rd. 24 to the west and to 
the Webber Rd.-Lincoln St. bridge in 
Welland,

The new flat open bridge is expected 
to ease crossing for motorists, pedestri¬ 
ans and cyclists as well as for fanners 
with wide equipment, who could not 

In planning the new bridge, design¬ 
ers considered moving it to the end of 
Effingham St, east of the current site. 

However, an archeological study 
found the remains of earlier native and 
European settlements. The Region con¬ 
sidered the cost of further studies too 
much. It was decided build the new 
bridge at its current site. 


The setdement around O’Reilly’s Bridge 
was one of a number along the Welland 
River, when it served as a transportation 
link into the Niagara Peninsula. 

Today, the bridge joins River Rd. 
in Pelham with Regional Rd. 27 in 
Wainfleet and serves the Niagara Central 
Airport. 

E.C. Brown Conservation Area, where 
the Niagara Peninsula Conservation 
Authority has a native plant demonstra¬ 
tion and interpretation area, stretches 
along the river west of the bridge.

As inventory levels begin to creep 
upward the average time on the 
market for year to date home sales 
in 2010 is 90 days compared to the 
brisker pace of 73 days in 2009.
